They could be
kept on ice, and a whole melon could
be served as one portion.

Wwho has achieved a wide reputation |
for the discovery and successful intro- |
duetion in the Tnited States of many
valuable foreign fruits and vegetables, |
the melon seed were distributed last
Yyear to & number of experimental sta- |
tions.
{ Mhe reports on the result of the ex- |
periments were most satisfactory and
proved that the melons can be grown
cguccessfully in nearly every section of
the United States. A report (rom
Massachusetts states that the melons
thave a most delicious tlavor and pre-
gent the fAattering “Alfficulty of find-
ing any one person who will be satis-
fied with only one of the melons.” The
department, through Ar. Fairchild, Is
planning to grow a large quantity of |
the melons this year, and. their merit
being known to the managers of large |
hotels in Philadelphin apnd New York,
the. entire crop this year has been
bought for those hostelries, the price
-agreed on being three times that of
the prevalling price of the npative
melons.

Minister Enowles has suggested to
the agricultural department that the
new melon be named Princess Marle,
in hooor of the beautiful crown prin-
cesa of Roumania, whose guest he was
when he found the melons, As it is
not improbable that this dalnty. de-
licions melon may soon become as
popular as the Rocky Ford cantaloupe,
the tribute of our representative in the
gelection of that name will be appre-
clated both by the beautiful princess
and the country in which she Is so
much admired.

It is said that the successful cultiva-
tion in the United States of this melon
1s assured, and experts say that it will
be worth millions of dollars to our
country. The agricultural department
has already expressed [ts appreciation
1o Minister Knowles for his thought-
fulness and invaluable donation to the
fruitage of the United States.—Wash-
ington Post.
